In his old “ giv e-’em hell” style, 
he jump ed on Secretary of the 
Treasury Hump hrey for wanting, 
he said, “ to choke us to death

And

charged adm inistration p olicies are 
forcing the 
little fellow out of 
business. 
“ I’m not a Socialist,” the form er 
Democratic President said, “ but 
they’re driv ing me that way.” 
His audience was the Electric 
Consumers Information Committee, 
an organization formed by labor 
and farm group s and the electric 
co-op erativ es 
fighting for p ublic 
p ower dev elop ment. 
“ You ought not to get me started 
on it. I ’m all steam ed up ,” Tru­ 
m an said when the subject of the 
gov ernment’s atomic energy p ro­ 
gram came up . 
Most Dangerous Thing 
He asserted the most dangerous 
thing facing the country today is 
what he called an adm inistration 
p lan to “ turn the 18 billion or 20 
billion dollars of the taxp ayers’ 
money that dev elop ed the atomic 
energy p rogram ov er to p riv ate 
ownership .” 
When the 
atom 
is 
dev elop ed 
fully, Trum an said, it can be the 
source of all the world’s p ower 
and bring the great desert areas 
Into flower. 
“ But it it is dev elop ed like the 
secretary of the treasury has con­ 
trolled money they will choke it 
to death and half the p eop le will 
starv e,” he declared. 
In a brief mention of foreign 
affairs, the former chief execu­ 
tiv e said he has a 36 or 40 inch 
globe in his Kansas City office 
which has been shrunken to the 
size of an orange by modern trans­ 
p ort and communication facilities.

Syed A. Husaini, citizen of L a­ 
hore, Pakistan, and erstwhile v is­ 


itor to the United 
S t a t e s and 
Lincoln, has no doubt of the ulti­ 
m ate trium p h of western democ­ 
racy ov er eastern Communism.

ism ’ has become a dirty word,” Drew Pearson 
writes from Washin gton in his column which ap­ 
pears on this page today. Mr. Pearson recalls 
that

Nov ember, Ike, re-elected by 
an ov erwhelmin g v ote, told the 
n ation an d his own party that 
” 
his great ambition duj*in g the 
n ext four years was to rem ake the Republican 
P arty in his own image. Howev er sin cere the 
Presiden t may hav e been in that heart-warmin g 
hour of v ictory, the real fact is that his words on 
that occasion were n othin g more or less than a 
choice hun k of n ialarkey. 
The con serv ativ e 
win g of his own party was n ot at all disturbed if 
a com parativ e n ewcomer to the ran ks, Ike, tem ­ 
porarily a popular idol, w’an ted to in dulge him­ 
self in a dream of hav in g shaped the destin y 
of on e of the two m ajor parties in America. Very 
few men elev ated 
to the 
White House hav e 
achiev ed that after Washin gton . Jefferson an d 
Jackson did. 
It was said of Abe Lin coln that 
he belcKiged to the ages an d most American s 
will agree with that v erdict. Theodore Roosev elt 
left his m ark upon American thought, Woodrow 
Wilson led his people in to n ew fields, an d an ­ 
other Roosev elt, Fran klin Delan o, stirred the 
social con sciousn ess of American people. 
In 
the moun tmg burden s of the presiden cy, we are 
in clin ed to behev e that in time, Harry Trum an 
will be giv en a greater ran k than man y of his 
coun trym en accord him n ow. Mr. Eisen how­ 
er's place is in the makin g, can chan ge for the 
better or for the worse in term s of heroic po­ 
litical leadership, but on the basis of curren t 
perform an ce there is the possibility that the 
Presiden t will go down in history as the most 
discredited political leader sin ce the tarn of the 
cen tury.

Pearson says, blun tly an d perhaps brashly, 
that the failin g fortun es of Ike are the result 
of his failure to fight for his frien ds, his failure 
to disciplin e his en emies, an d his disposition fre­ 
quen tly to chan ge his min d on issues, leav in g 
ithose who supported him out on a limb. We are 
in clin ed to thin k Mr. Pearson is a bit un kin d to 
Uie Presiden t. His moun tin g predicamen t goes 
deeper than the traits to which Drew Pearson 
poin ts. If Ike has failed to fight for his frien ds, 
ft is because he did n ot realize how n ecessary 
that is in politics. The military where men kn ow 
on ly the imperson al side of giv in g an d carryin g 
out orders does n ot place the emphasis on frien d­ 
ship. If he has failed to disciplin e his en emies. 
H was because he did n ut realize how n ecessary 
in politics such disciplin e is. An d if he has been 
chan geable in his thought on issues, then in lair- 
n ess to .Mr. Eistmhower it should be said that 
in all of his train in g an d his experien ce, there 
has been n othin g to sharpen his thoughts in con ­ 
n ection with the great struggle goiug on in this 
coun try.

It is a common place amon g historian s an d po­ 
litic ai scien tists that n o form of gov ern men t is 
more difficult to run efficien tly than a democ­ 
racy. We are seein g some rem arkable ev iden ce 
of this fact in the efforts of a n umber of mis­ 
guided Con gres-smen to cut doyn on the already 
in adequate sum budgeted for our Foreign Serv ­ 
ice. Already the .House of Represen tativ es has 
cut tiie budgetary request from $227,700,000 to 
$18 0,400,000. 


That an Américan Con gress in the year 1957 
is still un able to appreciate the v ital importan ce 
of its diplomatic corps to the security an d future 
of the Un ited States is surely extraordin ary. 
Somewhere alon g the lin e, perhaps deeply rooted 
in our history an d character, there must hav e 
been implan ted an attitude of min d toward di­ 
plomacy—which is to say the con duct of for­ 
eign aflair.s—that creates a -combin ation of dis­ 
trust an d depreciation . The lon g history of iso­ 
lation ism has somethin g to do with it. So has a 
sen se of in feriority that m ade us believ e the 
British an d the Fren ch an d other foreign ers were 
more astute, more clev er, more subtle, more ex­ 
perien ced than our diplomaUs. 


Somehow a popular an d Con gression al aware- 
n e ^ must be created of the dan ger of weaken in g 
the Foreign Serv ice. 
The imm ediate objectiv e 
is to restore the budgetary appropriation to its 
origin al figure. Then we can all go on to criti­ 
cize what n eeds to be criticized an d to work for 
improv emen ts.
